On August 21, 1897, the board 
of directors of the Olds Motor 
Works met for the first time, and 
passed a resolution that proved 
later to be of very great impor- 
tance in the early development of 
the American motor car. The mo- 
tion read as follows: 

“It was moved by Mr. Stebbins 
that the manager be authorized to 
ulld one carriage in as nearly 
perfect a manner as possible and 
complete it at the earliest possi- 
ble moment.” 


It was not until 1899, however, 
that the pertect“ carriage was 
finally ready, and a reorganization 
had meanwhile taken place in the 
company. The perfected car was 
the famous curved dash Oldsmo- 
bile, and in 1900. when the new 
company had gotten fairly under 
way, they built no less than 1400 
of them In that year, an enor- 
mous prod’.ction for those days. 

“The curved dash Olds did more 
probably to establish the practica- 
bility of the motor car than any 
other vehicle of ite time,” said

STRIKING CASES ;

terminal, two very striking cases 
always come to my mind when 
discussing batteries. The first case 
was experienced by one of my as- 
sociates in the automotive indus- 
tries connected w the purchase 
department. He did not know 
much about the mechanics of a 
car, but was a real expert on buy- 
ng material. However, one eve- 
ning he came to me as I was

became worse, and on this day his 
Starter Would not move the motor, 
although nie lights seemed bright 
enough when turned on.

A glance at the ammeter 
showed the hand at sero with mo- 
stopped indicating that there 
was no short circuit in the line 
that would run down battery, 
Next in checking the battery ter- 


| posts a wicked flash occurred, in- 
charged battery, but 
| when — ng across the terminals 
on battery wires they were abso- 
dead, indicating that ter- 
minals did not have proper contact 
with battery post even though the 
clamping bolts were pulled up al- 
to the point of stripping 
‘threads. Upon the ter- 
minal I found the area that con- 
tacts with posts and the posts 
themselves with a very heavy coat- 
of corrosion, which is common 

in battery terminals after long serv- 
ee and results from fumes of acid. 
After scraping and filing this off, 
then coating the terminals and post 
with thin coating of vaseline to 
reduce future corrosive action the 
trouble was remedied 100 per cent.

However, 
if you wish to profit by the other 
fellow's experience there is no neet 
of this happening to you. Always 
e that your wire terminals and 
battery terminal posts are scraped 
and filed clean and are free from 
/eorrosion where they contact with 
leach other. Also apply thin coat- 
ing of vaseline whicy tends to re- 
‘strict corrosive action and see that 
terminal clamps and battery hold 
‘down clamps are tight. 
| The above is important at all 
times but more so at this time be- 
cause of winter conditions.

SIX GIGANTIC SUNS 

The Orion Nebula is most bril- 
liant in the neighborhood of the 
multiple star Theta, which ta m 
| bedded in Ns heart. This star and

fuzzy stellar object thet is visibie 
to the naked eye. Smal! telescopes 
break this star up into a system 
lof four stars bat more powerful 
| telescopes show that it is really a 
eextuple star, that is, six gigantic 
suns forming one enormous sys- 


tem 

2 to the latest investiga- 
tions the luminous gaseous nebu- 
| ae, of which the Great Orion Neb- 
ula is the most tlustrious exam- 
ple. owe their luminosity either to 
the reflected light of stare azsoci- 
} ated with them or to electrical es 
| citaticn produced in some way by 
these stars, or to both causes. It 
n probable, then, that the multiple 
star Theta in the heart of the 
Great Orion nebula is largely re- 
sponsible for the brilliancy of its 
surrounding nebulosity. 

The most reliable estimates 
placed the typical Orion stars, such 
as the brilliant Rigel. the three 
stares in the Belt of Orion, and the 
stages in the Sword of Orion. at a 
distance of approximately 660 light 
years from the earth, or nearly 
four thousand trillion miles. All of 
these Orion type stars are intense- 
ly hot with temperatures of ten 
or twelve thousand deg. Centigrade 
or over and with the element hell- 
um con.inuously present in their 
spectra. 


BETELGEUSE DOESN'T BELONG 
The red variable star Betelge- 
use, which has been in the past 
few years one of the most talked 
of stars in the heavens because of 
its huge size, is not a member of 
the Orton group of stars. Its dis- 
tance from the earth is less than 
200 light years, or about one-third 
that of the true Orion stars. It 
is merely seen projected against 
the background formed by the 
more distant stars in a convenient 
position to complete the outlines of 
this celestial figure which man has 
fashioned out of the stars and 
which will some day lose ite dis- 
,tinetive form as surely, if not as 
feetingly, as the forms we pic- 
ture in summer clouds. 
Betelgeuse owes it- great bright- 
hess to its enormous size and the 
extent of its light-giving surface, 
for ita temperature is low for a 
star, as is to be expected from its 
reddish color, scarely 3000 ‘deg. 
‘Centigrade. If it were much leas 
the star would scafcely shine by 
its own light. Gait for unit got 
area, Betelgeuse far inferior in 
light-giving power to the mag- 
nificent Rigel, which outshines it, 
though a much smaller body and 
Retr times more distant. The

Its light proclaims Rigel to be an

Dec. 22.—By us- 
ing a motor truck and trailer to 
replace a local freight train haul- 
ing less-than-carload freight be- 
tween Ithaca and Geneva, N. I., 
the Lehigh Vapey Rallroad has 
recently effected a saving of $3900 
a month, or 80 per cent of the 


former cost of the service, accomp- 
lished as follows:

complished until September, when 
Prime Minister MacDonald of 
Great Britain submitted to the 
League of Nations his plan for an 
international agreement for secur- 
ity, arbitration and disarmament. 
The discussion was heated, and 
Japan refused to adhere because 
the plan prohibited wars based on 
internal policies of nations. Her 
delegates did not conceal the fact 
that they were referring especially 
to the Japanese exclusion clause of 
the American immigration law, 
which already had caused pro- 
tests from Tokio and boycotts and 
threats against Americans in 
Japan. They insisted the agree- 
ments must provide that any na- 
tion might ask the League to arbi- 


trate internal affairs of any other 


nation, and the League Assembly 
yielded to them and adopted the 
protocol with such amendment. 
Assent of the legislative bodies of 
all member nations, of course, was 
requisite, and ase time went on it 
became evident that this could not 
be obtained.

Was soon settled. 

France changed her government 
twice. Premier Poincare was not 
in sympathy with the movement 
to restore friendly relations with 
Germany, and on June 1 he re- 
signed. Francois-Marsal formed «a 
Ministry which lasted only a few 
days, and then President Miller 
and also gave up his office. The 
radical Socialists—who are not so 
radical there az in some countries 
—took charge and made Edouard 
Herriot Premier, after Gaston Do- 
mergue had been elected Pre 
dent. On September 30 France 
turned out a balanced budget for 
the first time in ten years. 

Austria in November lost the n- 
valuable services of her Chancel- 
lor, Myr. Selpel, who resigned be- 
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cause of a general rdiiway strike 
for higher wages and other uns- 
isfactory conditions due largely te 
the greedy profiteerg of Vienna. 
He was succeeded by Rudolph 
Ramek. At one time or another 
during the year the governments 
of Japan, Belgium, Albania, South 
Africa, Jugu-Slavia, Finland and 
Portugal also changed hands 
Greece went further than that, 
Venizelos formed a M in 
January, was succeeded by Kar- 
fandaris in February, and he was

bly. ignoring the protests of Great 
Britain, voted to depose the 
Glucksbourg dynasty and establish 
@ republic, subject to a plebiscite. 
The people voted in favor of the 
republic on April 13 and the royal 
family went into exile. Nicol 
Lenin, the master mind of Rus 
sia, who hed been incapacitated 
for a long time, died on Janusry 


21, and Alexis Rykov was chosen 


to succeed him as Premier. The 
funeral of Lenin was an extracr- 


dinary demonstration and his tomb 
has become the national shrine. 
Minister of War Trotsky seems to 
| be at euts with the other big 
men of the government, and it was 
reported that he was soon to be 
forced out of office. In September 
there was a serious revolt against 
soviet rule n Georgia and Azer- 
baijan, which was ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by the Bolshevist troops. 
The Turkish Assembly voted on 
March 3 to depose the Caliph and 
‘abolish the Caliphate and next da 


the Caliph left for Switzerland. 
President Mustapha Kemal worked 
hard for the prosperity of his coun- 
try, but his dictatorial methods 
brought about a powerful combi- 
nation of his opponents that gave 
him much trouble. In November 
this group forced the resignation 
of Premier Iemet Pasha, the Presi- 
dent's right-hand man. He was sue- 
ceeded by Fethi@Bey. 

Arabia's radical religionists, the 
Wahabis, under Ibn Saud revolted 
aguinst rele of King Hussein 
of the Hedjaz and that menarch 
abdicated on October 3 at the de- 
mand of the citizens of Mecca and 
Jeddah. Emir Ali, his son, was put 
on the throne, bat had no better 
success than his father. for in 
the middle of October Wahabis oc- 
cupled Mecca. 

Dr. Millepaugh, Administration 
General of Finances for Persia. 
was only moderately successful in 
increasing the revenues of the 
country, his efforts being ob- 
structed by many werful Per- 
sians, and also by the representa- 
tives of soviet Russia. In March 
the Parliament deposed the Shah, 
who spent all his time in France, 
and put his infant son on the 
throne. . Robert Imbrie, Amer- 
ican Vice-Consul in, Teheran, was 
murdered by fanatics on July 18, 
and the Washington government 
had to threaten Persia before it 
would pay indemnity and punish 
the assassins. 

Germany's Reichstag was die 
solved March 13 and a hot cam 
paign ensued, the Nationalists 
planning to restore the monarchy. 
In the elections the Social Demo- 
crates easily won. The Cabinet of 
Chancellor Marx resigned May 27, 
but he was retained in office. Again 
in October the Reichstag was dis- 
solved, Marx having falled to re- 
organize the ministry sa actor-, 
ily. Thereupon he cut lo entire- 
ly from the Nationalists. New elec 
tions were hald December 7. On 
November 7 the German budget 
was balanced for the first time 
since the war. 

The Fascisti won the Italian elec- 
tions on -April 6, but the tide 
against Fascism rose steadily. Sig. 
Mattevtt!, a Socialist Deputy, was 
kidnaped and murdered by Fuscis- 
t! in June and Premier Mussolini 
faced a crisis which he survived 
only by the most energetic action. 
He dissolved the national militia 
and reorganized his government, 
and some of his prominent sup- 
porters were ousted. His oppe- 
nents were kept fairly quiet until 
another attack in Parliament, Mus- 
solini frankly admitted the faults 
of the Fascists and promised to 
punish their excesses and to curb 
their utterances, beginning with 
himeelf. 

China's civil war for 1974 broke 
out September 3 in the Shanghai 
rezion between the armies of 
Chekiang and Kiangsu’ provinces, 
the former being backed by Gen. 
Wu Pei-Fu, military chieftain of the 
Peking government and the latter 
hau e the moral support of Mar- 
she’ Chang Tso-Lin of Manchuria. 
Th Cheklang troonrs were victort- 
ou ‘ftter a long campaign, but 
meoowhtle Chane had moved on 
Peking and defeated his old enemy 
Wu partly through the treachery 
ef the letter’s chief general, Feng 
VYuhsiang. President Tae Kun re- 
signed, Feng took possession of 
Peking, but was practically elimi- 
nated by Chang. and tne Mane 
rian made Tyvan Chijui head of a 
provisiona: gcvernmen. Mean;

of revolt, so the fighting was still 
going on in a desultory fashion 
when the year close“.

DRAMA ART 
BASIS LAID 
BY GREEKS 
Ince Production Manager 


Asserts Ancients Paved 
Way for Moderns 


Aeschylus and other David Be- 
lascos of the ancient Grecian days 
builded better than they knew, for 
when they laid down the funda- 
mentals of drama they provided 
the key for successful screen plays. 

That is the assertion of John 
Griffith Wray, production manager 
for the Thomas H. Inee Corpora- 
tion, who has made a study of the 
ancient Greek drama and holds it 
ig the foundation of our modern 
stage and screen stories. 

“Drama is called an art,” Wray 
declares, “but it ig really bullt on 
@ science as definite as the law 
of perspective in painting. It is 
just as scientific as mathematics 
Many may succeed who do not 
know this science, but it is because 
they have a natural sense of the 
dramatic, and they do not know 
that they are really following set 
rules, laid down centuries ago.” 

Wray then proceeded to explain 
what he means by drama being 
built on a science, 

MUST BE TRIANGLE 

“A drama must be a triangle,” 
he said. “The base is a character 
or set of characterg who can in- 
spire sympathy, either through 
natural appeal or by building up 
m pathetic situations around 
em. 


hero or principal 
must strive continually. 

“The hypotenuse is much longer 
than the base or apex, and this 
hypotenuse is conflict. It must 
provide powerful situations, which 
prevent the hero, for the time be- 
ing, from winning the prize. 

“This, in a nutshell, is the old 
idea of Greek drama, which still 
obtains today.

WORK BY PAINTERS 
LIVING IN HAWAII 


Fourteen artists living in Ha- 
Wall are now exhibiting fifty-eight 
of their works in the upper gal- 
lery of the rotunda at the Los An- 
geles Museum. The painters are, 
for the most part, English and 
American, though one comes upon 
a name or two that has a more 
exotic sound than Smith and Jones 
et even these are from Southern 
Europe, not Hawaii.

TWELVE PICTURES 
ARE JUST ENOUGH 


Twelve pictures make a show. 
You may, at a pinch, add one 
or two for good measure, but if 
you confine yourself to the round 
dozen you please the public and 
do full justice to the pictures. Each 
picture needs space and a certain 
isolation. And the optic nerve of 
the picture-gazer should not be 
strained into ophthalmia. This is 
good sense, and the showmen are 
beginning to find it out. The ex- 
hibition of pictures by various 
brushes, oll and water color, at 
Cannell-Chaffin’s gallery is of this 
convenient and comfortable size. 
It goes two beyond the prescribed 
dozen, but as the two extra can- 
vases are on a par with their fel- 
lows, and are also small in size, 
there is no overcrowding.

BY CHILDE HASSAM 


Childe Hassam as an etcher is 
not unknown to us, for prints from 
his needle have been shown here 
more than once at the Los Ange- 


les Museum, but his lithographs 
have been few, and in his pres- 
ent exhibition, also held at the 
los Angeles Museum, and com- 
prising seventy numbers, there are 
only seven of these. The other 
numbers are etchings and draw- 
ings for etchings. A few are tech- 
ings made from his paintings. 

Though half a dozen of his 
etchings are beautiful and ex- 
quisite things, it seems to me that 
he is more at home in the broader 
and freer strokes of the lithograph - 
ic pencil——perhaps, because this 
instrument ts nearer to the brush 
in flexibility. For, after all, it is 
with the brush that Hassam ex- 
cels, for he is one of our most 
subtle and intriguing colorists, a 
weaver of esthetic harmonies in 
color rather than in line. 

We are compelled to admit, 
though reluctantly. that he does 
not always suggest the colorist itn 
his etchings, though occasionally 
he does it perfectly. One surmises 
that etching ts one of his forms 
of relaxation, and it is probable 
that Mthography ie another. He 
playe with the crayon in a manner 
suggesting the ease of the skiliful 
Adler, with something of the bra- 
vado of his early work in illustra- 
tion with the pen. (He began. 
when very young, to make pen 
and ink drawings for the Wide 


Awake, published in Boston, his 
native city. I remember his draw- 
ings well.) 


Nothing in lithography could be 
more happily successful than “The 
Printer.” which has both light and 
atmosphere; “The Lithographer.” 
a sketch of brilliant virtuosity; 
“The Court, Gloucester:"” “Lafay- 
ette Street,” and “Colonial Church, 
Gloucester,” the last being from a 
painting owned by the Los An- 
geles useum. 

In the etchings entitled “Old 
Bridge, Lyme,” we note splendid 
vigor. “Toby's Ces Cob” and 
“Church Tower, Portsmouth,” are 
as tender and sympathetic, as 
lovely in every way, as the best 
imprints from Whistler. Other al- 
luring prints in the group are “Cos 
Cos,” “Calvary Church in Snow,” 
“Chimneys, Portsmouth,” “Old 
Church at Lyme.” 

The exhibition offers us an ex- 
cellent opportunity to study an un- 
familiar side of one of America's 
most suceeasful artists.

at the beginning. Each operation was then 
examined and criticised and applications 
made in the light of its relation to these es 
sentials as expressed through a knowledge 
of the morphology and physiology of the 
citrus tree. 

An interesting observation at both schools 
was the much greater participation in the 
discussions which follpwed each lecture 
than at the usual institute or field meeting. 
Apparently those enrolled soon became ac- 
quainted and the tendency was to lose the 
stage fright which usually characterizes a 
growers’ meeting, the net result being free 
and easy participation by practically all 
those taking the course. Several new teach- 
ing methods were also tested in these 
schools, especially the use of lantern-slide 
charts and the daylight screen. These meth- 
ods make possible visual instruction through 
the use of the stereopticon lantern without 
the necessity of cutting down ventilation by 
darkening the room. Considerable use was 
also made of mimeographed material and of 
bulletins. 

The results, expressed in both term’ of 
attendance and interest at the schools, indt- 
cate that a new and thus far most success 
ful teaching agency has been developed for 
the joint use of the extension 
service and subject matter divisions of the 
college, in bringing to the citrus growers

HE close of 19274 finds the American 
farmer in a grateful and optimistic 
frame of mind. The year now ending has 
been the best that he has experienced s!nce 
the war and everything points to a return 
to good Umes in agriculture during 1928. 


The late Secretary of Agriculture, Henry C. 


Wa-lace, lived long enough to prepare his 
annual report for the crop year ending last 
June and he summed his conclusions in the 


-statement that “American agricultare, on 


the whole, is in the best position it has held 
since 19-0.” The recovery since that date 
has been more pronounced than at any time 
before. The new Secretary, Howard M. 
Gore, has expressed his confidence that the 
readjustment in the farming business wi ! 
be steady and continuous from now on. Re 
ports from all over the country indicate, too, 
that this optimism is neither uncalled-for 
nor premature. The farming industry, slow- 
est of all to recover from the unnatural con- 
dit:ons created by the war, has run its cycle 
of depression. The farmers themse' ves 
hope and believe that the year now only a 
few days in the future will bring back pre 
War cond:tions and real prosperity and such 
@ feeling and outlook in the minds of mil- 
lions is half the battle. 


Prohibition Again 

N A RECENT article in the Farm and Or- 

chard Magazine a writer called attention 
to the predicament many California grape 
growers would be in if Uncle Sam were 
really to make the prohibition edict against 
the production of home wine with a “kick” 
effective. He pointed out the impossibility 
of finding a ready market for the wine 
grapes as table and raisin grapes. Now 


. comes word from Washington that the pro 


hibition enforcement chiefs are to direct 
their attention to the situation created by 
the phenomenal .shipments of grapes from 
Ca ifornia to all parts of the United States. 


It would be the trony of tate it prohl- 
bition were after all to ruin the Ca'ffornia 
wine-grape industry. Many vineyardists 
uprooted their vines and planted peaches 
or other fruits when the dry era first be- 
gan, believing their industry was done for. 
Their surprise, like that of the growers 
who decided to wait awhile, knew no bounds 
when the demand for fresh grapes the coun- 
try over began to grow. That demand be- 
came a clamor. . Unheard-of prices were of- 
fered and paid for ume grapes. Growing 
grapes a craze and vineyard plant- 
ing, far m being stopped or even cur- 
tailed by prohibition, became one of the 
greatest activities of the State. There 
have been some shrewd guesses as to the 
cause of the sudden and sustained nationa 
interest in the more juicy fruits of the v ne, 
but the growers haven't let it worry them. 


If that same prohibition that so unexpect- 
edly stimulated the wine-grape industry is 
now finally to become an instrument for 
its undoing, it would pay the vineyardists 
to be prepared. Anything that would cur- 
tail the market built up for Ca \fornia’s 
wine grapes would be a blow indeed and 
the thing Mr. Yellowly and his agents have 
in mind trying to do would, if successtul. 
effectively turn the trick. There is no use 
glossing over the situation., It might pay 
vinyardists generally to think twice before 
grafting any more table and raisin grapes 
ever to wine varieties.

Law Still Holds 


HE underlying basis for future agricul- 

tural prosperity in the United States, 
according to James R. Howard, former pres- 
ident of the American Farm Bureau Feders- 
tion, is the fact, to all intents and pur- 
poses, “the improved land areas of the coun- 
try are @tationary and will never greatly ex- 
pand,” while the rural population, numer- 
ically speaking is also stationary, notwith- 
standing the fact that the national popula- 
tion is growing by leaps and bounds. As 
our relative volume of agricu'tural exports 
diminishes over a term of years, Mr. How- 
ard says, we become less affected by the 
possibility of declining markets abroad 
and more largely benefited by an improved 
domestic consumption. Mr. Howard is one 
of those who have not been misled by the ag- 
ricultural conditions of the past few years 
into the foolish belief that the law of supply 
and demand has ceased to operate in the 


farmer's business.

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Enthusiasm Big Factor 
in Poultry Raising

There are no sinecures in 
but enthusiasm for the job, whatever it may 
be, goes a long way toward creating the re 
turns, with apparently the greatest ease. 
This was the thought that came to me any- 
how at the H. O. Strachan chicken ranch 
near El Monte. 


The psychological factor of enthusiasm 
for the project accounts mainly, I believe, 
for the success of this chicken ranch. Such 
a factor is conspicuous in the neat and ade 
quate appointments for the ch'ckens, the 
systematized means of caring for them, the 
cleanliness of the coops, and the fine 
healthy appearance of the birds themselves. 
It follows as a matter of course that worth- 
while chickens under such circumstances 
lay plenty of eggs and bring in a neat 
monthly income. 
The project began two years ago with the 
purchase of a home in two acres of walnut 
grove. Keeping chickens promised an inter- 
est for Mrs. Strachan during the absence of 
Mr. Strachan, whose work as city editor of 
a Los Angeles newspaper kept him in the 
city from early until late. Raising chick-

a new series of coops, each 12 by 24 feet, 
with a capacity of 50 chickens. Under this 
system, the chickens remain in their coops 
continually. Such an arrangement was a 
novelty in the Kl Monte region, and neigh- 
bors who raised their flocks in the old-fash- 
loned way predicted that success could not 
come of it. But after the rainy season 
started, the Strachan chickens in their com- 
fortable abodes, fully protected from the 
rough weather, were the only chickens that 
kept on singing and laying, their owners 
say. 

The chickens are not crowded, and when 
the coops are kept the way they are on this 
ranch the result is clean, healthy birds, ap- 
parently contented with the arrangement 
and willing layers. 

The floor space is covered with pure sand 
to a depth of seven inches. This is renewed 
from time to time. The coops and birds 
are sprayed once a week with sheep-dip, and 
sodium fluor'de is thrown over the chick 
ens as a preventive against lice and mites. 
The arrangement of perches, laying boxes 
and feed troughs is such as to enable the 
cleaning of the coops in a very short time. 
Then, once a year the ch'ckens are moved 
up a coop, the empty coop first being thor- 


oughly renovated with a well-known disin- 


fectant and sheep dip and a flooring of en- 
tirely fresh sand. 


Although Mr. Strachan’s business in Los 
Angeles takes him away from home early in 
the day, he comes in for a share of the work 
in supplying the coops with fresh water and 
mdsh in the morning. Mrs. Strachan gives 
the chickens their green feed and grain 
twice a day and gathers — — The 
feed is placed in troughs running along the 
outside of the coops, easily reached by the 
chickens sticking their heads through the 
lattice. In this way the food ‘s neither 
wasted nor soiled by being scattered on the 
ground. A supply of ground shells is al- 
ways on hand. The work occupies a good 
part of Mrs. Strachan’s day and as much 
of Mr. Strachan’s spare time as he cares 
to give. With the occasional assistance of 
a paid helper, mainly at planting times, they 
are able to give the chickens prectically all 
the attention needed. 

They do not go in for the hatching side of 
the game. Accredited chicks are purchased 
by the hundred and kept in a brooder house 
until they are about six weeks old. This 
house bas a tight foor and sides and is 
ventilated without draft by two shrouded 
side windows and an open ventilator in the 
roof. Heat is supplied by the circulation of 
hot air from a kerosene stove through hort 
zontal lengths of stovepipe entering the 
brooder like the blunt end of a hairpin.

In the late 80's a railroad was 
constructed from San Bernardino to San 
Diego via Temecula and Oceanside. This 
stimulated orcharding, but the new pro} 
ects had scarcely got under way when a 
flood year washed out the track and road- 
bed in Temecula canyon. The section was 
never rebuilt, so that Temecula bocame 4 
quiet terminal in a remote wilderness in- 
stead of a bustling midway settlement be- 
tween the-city of the Mormons and the bay 
city of the south. 

So Temecula continued to roise cattle. It 
is a cattle center not only because of its 
own herds, but for the shipping of cattle 
from Warner's Ranch, Oak Grove and other 
mountain pastures. Grain and hay pour in 
also from the dry-farmed valleys and mesas 
in among the hills and ranges. Where wa- 
ter has been developed and up along the 
main river, extensive fields of alfalfa flour- 
ish, and dairying is an important industry, 
one that holds big promise and is ever grow- 
ing. Truck gardening, more especially po- 
tato krowing, is practiced to a limited ex- 
tent; there are a few orchards, but cattle 
raising is the leading tndustry today just 
as it was 100 years ago. The clenagas are 
always green, very often they are wet, and 
the cattle thrive, at least within the favored 
areas, whether the year is wet or dry. This 
year the clenagas were not so wet, but they 
were @rassier for that reason.

The seed 
nent passes into the linter, where all the 
cotton lint is removed, going then into the 
press where a pressure of about 4000 pounds 
to the square inch, is applied, this taking 
out about 80 per cent of the oil. This crude 
of] is then pumped into two tanks of 6500 
galions capacity each, later to be shipped 
to Los Angeles where it must pass through 
a refining process before it comes to the 
public salad oils, and various compounds. 

The oil cake meal, which is the residue 
after the ofl has been extracted from 
seed, is sacked and sold for stock feed. 0 
Coberly says the oil cake meal is fine for 
Gairy cows and to fatten beef cattle and 
sheep. The Balfour-CGuthrie Company, 
through its general manager, A. D. Mac. 
Kenzie of Brentwood, who was here recent- 
ly, is buying some of the oil cake meal for 
its sheep, of which there are several thou- 
sand head on the company’s ranches*near 
Calipatria. The Vail Ranch and Cattle 
Company, with about 1500 head of beef cat- 
tle and 15,000 head of sheep on its ranch 
west of Calipatria, and of which Mr. Cober- 
ty is manager, is also fattening cattle and 
sheep on the same by-product.

Making the Fruit Tree 
Brace Itself 


Young fruit trees, especially apples and 
pears, may have their larger limbs tied to 
gether thereby bracing the tree by using 
the smaller limbs for the tying. At the 
second or third winter’s pruning two vig- 
orous shoots from opposite limbs are 
wrapped together and tied with a piece of 
sack string. As growth. proceeds the fol- 
lowing spring and summer those two small 
limbs actually grow into each other, form- 
ing a permanent union between the two 
larger limbs and keeping them from tear- 
ing apart at the crotch. As the tree grows 
larger, the wire system of bracing should 
be used higher up on the main limbs to 
keep too heavy a strain from coming on 
the natural tie below. 

The wrapped limbs keep on growing

Oppose Change in the 
Grape Standard 


EL CENTRO.— At a meeting of San Joa- 
quin Valley grape growers held recently at 
Fresno, action was taken to secure legisla- 
tion raising the sugar content of grapes 
from 17 co 19 per cent. imperial Valley 
grape growers are opposed to the change, 
believing it will prove detrimental to the 
industry here. At their instigation the 
board of supervisors at the December meet- 
ing passed the following resolution: 

“Whereas, it has been called to the at- 
tention of this body, that the grape growers 
of the San.joaquin Valley are advocating 
that the minimum sugar content of grapes 
be raised to 19 per cent. 

“Further, the raising of the present stand- 
ard for grapes would mean the harvesting 
of the Imperial Valley grape crop during the 
month of August, the season of the year 
when it is absolutely impossible to obtain 
help and when, due to the extreme heat, the 
grapes will be severely burned, which would 
reflect materially on the net returns to the 
growers. 

“And, further, if the sugar content were 
raised, the Imperial Valley grape crop would 
zo onto the market at the same period of

In pruning bearing trees he said, it is pos- 
sible to renew fruiting wood by practicing 
a moderate opening up to let sunlight in to 
all parts. Sunlight coming in contact with 
leaves keeps them supplied with the energy 
needed for manufacture of plant food. Trees 
that are too dense have the nuts produced 
on the outside, due to the shading out of 
inside foliage. Opening up to allow sun- 
light to penetrate also tends to increase the 
total bearing area as more  fruitwood 
growth is stimulated and kept alive along 
the limbs and branches that would other- 
wise be bare if the tops were dense. 

Mr. Hooper recommended that the prun- 
ing wounds be covered with a wound dress 
ing, suggesting hat the first application be 
made of sodium silicate, commonly known 
as water glass. This material is soluble in 
water and will therefore unite with the wet 
wound. It also does not have the disad- 
vantage of sealing over the wound before 
it becomes dry. Compounds such as as- 
phaltum and wax preparations when applied 
to a wet wound will not properly unite the 
wood, he decitared, providing conditions fav- 
ora c to the 
spores. In using sodium silicate as a wound 
paint, he ointed ont, it is necessary to ap- 
ply a more sealing paint such as asphal- 
tum later on to prevent the checking of the 


Overhead Irrigation to 
Be Studied

The Woodpecker’s Bank 


OU ALL who sit under t 

synagogue of the kindly heart, and who read this 
poor blundering page on blessed Sabbath mornings, 
will récall that, there awhile back, we wrote a piece 
about a woodpecke?’s bank that we ran across in an 
old allso tree in a canyon back of Santa Barbara. 


Aud that we stated that it was the safest bank we 
had ever heard of, ‘And that the woodpecker was the 
wisest banker that had évér been brought to our al- 
tention. 


But now to contradict us comes into the agnagogue 
Rrother Jackson A. Graves, who is himself 4 banker. 
Everybody in the synagogue knows Brother Jackson 
Graves and his big bank in the roaring town where 
he fritters away his time with financiers and million- 
aires, making cities grow bigger that are already too 
big and doing everything like that Instead of writing bie 
book about “The Passing of the Dominant Race.” ! 

Instead of trying to repeat what Brother: Jackson 


Graves said in his letter, it will doubtless be best to 


print the letter itself just as he wrote it. There are 
not many people who write so well. And, if for no oth- 
er reason than to let the whole synagogue enjoy a lit- 
erary treat, we shall now reproduce the communication 
just as it came into our hands.

“Dear Conductor:—I am afraid that your Santa Bar- 
bara friend was not altogether correct when he said 
that the woodpeckers were the only ones who withdrew 
funds from their acorn banks.

about forty years old, probably” 100 feet high. and 
4 1-2 to 8 feet through at the base. Not far from it are 
two pecan trees. A ten years ago the woodpeckers 
filled the bark of this redwood tree, from top to bottom. 
with pecans. The tree was speckled with them. Mr. 
Thad Lowe lives a quarter of a mile up the arroyo, 
which lies to the east of our property, from us. He 
has a number of gray squirrels, which he brought from 
the San Bernardino mountains. They came down the 
arroyo, through a tunnel which runs under the county 
road and the Pacific Biectric Railway track, found the 
woodpeckers’ cache of pecans in this tree, and began 
to appropriate them. To get the pecans out of the 
holes in which they were embedded. the squirrels tore 
great strips of soft bark. off the tree which fell to 
the ground at ite base. Battles royal occurred be- 
tween the woodpeckers and the squirrels. The latter 
won out, and appropriated the pecans. They cleaned 
out the bank as thoroughly as a dishonest cashier 
sometimes does a real babk. 


“Now comes the strange part of my story. Never 5 


again did the woodpeckers put a pecan, or an acorn. 

into the Semper Virens. They selected a new bank. 

and where do you suppose it was? The upper ten feet 

vf the trolly poles on the Pacific Railway which runs in 

front of the house. Many of these poles, for some dis- 

tance on each side of our place—that is, the upper ten 

feet of them—are filled with pecans and acorns at this 

moment. I imagine that latter receptacles were chos- 

en for two reasons, vis: First, that the squirrels would 

be reluctant at crossing the railroad track; second. 

there is no bark on the trolley poles; they are as smooth 

and as slippery as glass, and a squirrel would have a 

hard time climbing them, even if he adventured onto 
the railway right of way. The woodpeckers certainly 

reasoned, from their experience with the squirrels, that 
the Semper. Vente was an unsafe bank.

Constipation 


N LAST week's tesue, I gave you some 
want to present now. 

I took you with me into the dissection 
room and showed you some of the types of 
diseases of the digestive tube that we en- 
counter. I called your attention to the fact, 
that, in many cases, the last fifteen or eight- 
een feet of digestive tract is frequently en- 
crusted with a concretion sometimes as 
much as one-half an inch thick. This is a 
very common occurence during life and the 
cause may readily be traced. 

_ We are @ great laxative consuming 
It is because of these laxatives that 
this peculiar condition of pathology is true. 
The principle cause for the accumulation 
of this clogging debris is the ingestion of 
the oily laxatives. Castor ofl and mineral 
oll are remedies which have been used for 


_. years. Other oils are also used but these 


two take the undisputed lead. 

What happens when these drugs are tak- 
en? 

What is their physiological action? 

How do they behave in the digestive tube? 

Were you to go to the laboratory, and 
were you clinically able to perform a simple 
experiment, the action of castor oil would 
become self-evigent. 

Were you to measure the quantity of oil 
Which is discharged with the body wastes 
and were you to check this with the quanti- 
ty that is taken in, you would find that a 
very small portion remains in the digestive 
system, 

Remember, the intestines are thirty feet 
long. The ingested oil has a two-fold effect. 
It lubricates the walls and softens the fecal 
masses. It is by reason of this lubricating 
principle that the food stuff is enabled to 
pase through. Let us take an analogy and

Now, let us transfer the picture. The 
digestive system is lined with oil. The 
Glands are seeking to discharge their se 
cretions to the digestive cavity for d.gestion. 
They are prevented from doing this by the 
adhesion of the oils to the intestinal wall. 
Suppression takes place—the coating be 
somes thicker and thicker. The normal ac 
tivity of the digestive glands become more 
and more difficult—-chronic catarrh and in- 
Sammation result. this, 
would not be so very disastrous were it not 
for the other things that occur. 

We know that most of the nutriment of 
food is extracted in the stomach or duo 
denum-—-the first twelve inches of the diges- 
tive tube. The balance of the twenty odd 
‘feet of digestive system performs the prin- 
cipal function of dehydration—that is ex- 
traction of water from the intestinal con 
tents. 

Again, let us convert this activity to the 
behavior of castor oll and mineral oils. The 
ls iubricate the wastes and form an oily 
coating throughout the digestive tube. They 
stick close to the intestinal wall and are 
dificult to dislodge. Bit by bit coagulation 
of the olls takes place, especially as par 
ticles of food substance become imbedded 
in them. Dehydration occurs. The olly 
mass, clinging to the walls, becomes harder 
and harder as the years roll by.

The sheer mechanical weight and chemical 
irritation inflames the nervous system.

The vision of these patients is for imme- 
diate relief only. The ultimate action and 
disastrous effects of castor oils and mineral 
olls are not given for that. Mineral oils 
and castor oils, like all other laxatives 
would be splendid were we but able to dis- 
charge the same quantity as we take in. But, 
unfortunately, once a drug gets into our 
system, it is beyond the ken of our obser- 
vation until nature warns us by pain and
